Totea la the hlatorlo tleotlon of 1918, atiU onjey today the aaae popularity, 
on top of that, mthoat regvd to the preanst uneoBtroUable altoatloa, the 
fu t u re of theee pditleal orgrai boiae tnoortala. It nould be a nlatabe to 
build the action of llbaratiA on then. 



”*Yhe lame of exUe* deenad that this aotlen be oondueted by 'repreaentatlve 
peraonalltlea*, nho, without regard to their past and to the r^ute they enjoy 
In oo u a t r y, are qualified for this role beoauee of their talent and 
intriaslo mine appreciated, certainly, by theoeelvee or at least by General 
Hmscou • and tfarou^ their oomieotiona wim earioua Influential elrolee 
abroad, 

"Xt le neoa.eaa to inalst i;^on the value of this theoory of *the Olite*, 
which, although of naai ineplration, will oertaialy have the approivea of 
traitors in Buefaareet, 

"The exiatenoe of pdlitioal parties and their pert in the life of 
demooreKtio oonmnltieB does not depend on def inltione or on the wlehao of 
our new theoritiolaai. On the other hand, the Uational Peaaaixt pBwty reoeivea 
and looks wpon such T«tal attacks with serenity, not cnee but naay ttaM 
during ite atony past it has been *8Upprosaed*, and ’dissolved*, o^y after 
every eoeh *nortel blow* to appear more porerful than before, to witness the 
onrerthrow and diaappearanse of its ev^ppressora, 

"We are then not worried about the future of our Pnr^, in this action 
of liberation las do not thixic in tenss of party, but chly of mtiGnal 
interaat, Azt into applioa^on, the nnr theory xveuld tHce from the national 
CocsBlttee the ri^s^ and anthoril^ to speak in the name of the Uhtion and to 
repreaent tha interaata of the ftaaahlnn 8tate» reduoiag thia organ to the raxflc 
of a oonoltteo, any ainc^e ooanittaa of refugaea wULoh la foamed any pLaoe, 
aooordlag to needs and poasibilitlM, representing the aufferlngo and the 
interaata of its asaooiatod nndiere. So, laider the pretext Of the doiditful 
’efftoienoy* of bobm laiividuala, the rigM of aotioh of the Runmian people 
would be Buppreaaed and the authorised v^e of the nation would be aileooed, 

"Ho nntter how strange, the theory was spread not only emong the Rumanian 
enigraats, but also in iaqpoertaat forelga oiroles, and espeolally here in 
Aneariea* * 

"But through a logic even more strange, parallel with its Isundiing two 
other tactioal opsratlona were begun. On one side, Geneoral Radesou announood 
with nuoh fuss, the oreatlon of a new cultural and pditioel group for 
Rumanian refugees znned *7he i1(9qiaooratlo Ifaion of Fr *« Rnwo^ana*, which, in 
order to be aore denooratlo, bOfOTe taking in nenbers and bef^e being

V^ational Coranitteo has played on important port in this action of dissclution* 

"The atmosphere of distrust, coni^udon and dioconteszt created around the 
Cemnitteo in the way shorn above, does not constitute a favorable framework

"At idle beginning of Ootdbar 19i9» la ibrla« I shored Genaorel BiCdoaou 
the Inperioua duty to doae the ohaptar of bboII niauBdarDtandlagg and to 
start the rehebUitaitioii of the Bttioaal CeaBdtteo> foUorlag the road ahoua 
above* the road of oonstruetiro sad organised labcr« Tfo oonudned ooncrataly 
all fiaetloBi aanaaratad by hla ae *la litigation'* finding for eaeh of than 
aatisfaetory eoilatioBS. in aopohaage* he prcnised to do everything poeaible 
to and the to daadar end diaorodit tho Shtional Cenaittoe end to 

r breiMgthan ite eoeltiOB and nreetlM* 

) "Ihia oongdetad I left for Anarioa* having hl^ hopea and aepeoially the 
/f Im deoiSioD to oontrihute* In a apirlt of largo ooegrahanaLon* to the 
j eatabliSfaatfit of paaoe and henneay vitfala the Couvlttee* In Ihe eorlc of lahioh 
X had not partioipated than dlreotly* ttafortuaBtaly* la a abort tine thaee 
hopea prov^ to alsqple illuaiona* From the vary flret aeaaiona prealdrd 
ofM* by Oanaael lalddaoa* foUoriag hia ratum fron SUropo* a atate of 
hoetllitiae eae declared within the forua whiob bed Idie aiaaion to paolfy and 
hanMflBiae Huaanian eeigrea abroad. A word uttarad a lit1d.e louder* ea opinion

resolutions agreed to beforehand* reduolng discussions and therafore misunder- 
standingB in the sessions* 

"on ay side* for this purpose* I made oonoesslons* idiioh have brought ns* 
Justly* reproaches from ay oolleagues* the leadership of the national Peasant 
Party. 

"All la vain* The temperament of (}aneral R^sou* the way he understands 
bo direort the activity of the Cenmittoe* to lead the discussions in the 
/sessions and to aot outside the sessions have oondensned our good intentions 
I to failure* 

"Oeneral Bodasou loses his tonpor easily* It happens tliat simple opinions 
j oontrary to his wishes ore tokai by him as personfil affronts* lie does not 
understand the normol and general mothod for deciding foots by a vote of the 
najority* He does not respaot evoi unanimous decisions of tlio members of the 
Coonittee if they do not agree with hie 

"He considers himself the only one having the right to deterzntne tho order 
of the day aiad refuses purely and cisply to disouso natters which do not suit 
himi even if such are requested by the Sorereign Hiffisd,f* The corrospondonoo^ 
addressed to him as prosldont he considers as personal, pt‘ os eating it to tho

ooald happen that important papm^ aa for asaapHo a wiABterenduB tram, the 
Ptiliah Ooe e na io Mt ta London# were forgotten aaong hia peraGUd inpera* 

the other hand# Gaaeral jjtdmwom thlalca he baa the right to neke i 

deelarationa# interrentiona# to reoomend peraona and the like# la the nano of 
the OoBBittee# hut without the knoeiedge and approval of ita neBd^nra* Yteaka I 

to theoe prooedurea# it waa poaalble for unqualified peraona to be nened to 
poeitlona involeiag the national aotlcn and for tone of hia favoriteo to 
reeeive aalaries anl haura on wfaloh »ore refugeea eould lire# refugeae who are
